‘attributable to the fact 
that Government has 
menaured up to new and 
heuvy ‘responsibilities since 
the war, Comfort and satis- 
‘fuction is derived from the 

_ knowledge that the Colony 
enjoys a benevolent form 
of government; that gener- 
ally speaking administra- 
tive qualities are high; and 
that the Administration is 
prepared to listen to and 
respond to public opinion. 
OT ail the credit for the 
“New Hongkdhg” belongs 
to Government. An int- 
portant contribution has 
been greatly improved 
employer-worker relations, 
stimulated and to some ex- 
tent guided by legislation 
aimed at bettering working 
conditions, notably In in- 
dustries, The cry of “ex- 
ploitction” is heard far less 
today than it was 15 and 
more years ago, and so far 
as the great mass of the 
Colony’s population fs con- 
cerned, it is fair to claim 
there is more’ contentment 
than ever befcre. 

None of this, however, means 
there will never be a com- 
pellingly popular movement 
in Hongkong for a revis 
constitution. Undoubtedly 
one day there will 
elected members serving on 
the Legislative Council. 
Eventually the community 
will have a bigger say in 
the running of the Colony. 
The important thing ia it 
should train itself con- 
scientiously for those re- 
xponsibilities of the future.

INSECTS 
_ GROW 
YOUNGER! 


f Cambridge. 

There is something new 
under the sun after all—a 
living thing that has been 
able to reverse the advance 
of time and grow younger. 
Professor Vincent Wiggles- 
worth discovered this foun- 
tain of youth, so to speak, 
in the unlikely body of a 
South American — bleod- 
sucking insect called 
rhodnius, 

Other insects may have the 
power, too, when someone ike 
De Wigglesworth waves the 
magic wand of science, but so 
far only rhodnius has been 
used to achieve what he calls 
“9 certaln amount. of rejuveni~- 
tion.” And some day this could 
Bo exeiting news for animals 
higher in the scale of things. 

Dr Wigglesworth, a cautious 
and eminent scientist, warned 
nyainat  ussuming this possi- 
bility, Insects and mammuls are 

“far apart, he sald, and what 
applies to one neod never apply 
to the other, But he udmitted he 
knew of no other case where a 
living thing, any living thing, 
had turned back time, 

“tn principle,” he said of his 
remarisable experiment, 
the same thing as in the mamma-~ 
Yan world, but only in princl- 
ple, It will be interesting to 
see where it will all lead.” 


May Take Years 


The first steps have alxcady 
been taken in (hat direction. 
Dr Wigglesworth recently dis~ 
cussed with German research 
workers the complicated task 
of tsolating tho "Juvenile 
hormone” which can prolong 
the youth of rhodnius or restore 
a measure of youth to the aging 
bugs. " 

It may tako years. The same 
chemisia worked for 10 years to 
erystallise another .hormonc 
.from = rhodrilus, the = ‘moult 
hormone’ which controls the 
five stazes of: growth = or 
moulting from larva to winged 
adult. 

Other Insects also’ produce 
‘thesa hormones and the 
javenite hormone ‘has been 
used to prolong the larva stazo 
in them. Dr Wigglesworth 

* once developed giant larva this 
way and the Inte H. G. Wells, 
oxamining the experiment, 
murmured that. fe must have 
uscd ‘the food of the gods.”. 

In his laboratory in the 
Zoology Department of Cam- 
bridge University, Dr Wiggles- 
worth’ discussed his fascinating 
studies of rhodnius. 

He has joined. the heads of 
young larvae toyether, put the 
head of u larva on the body of 
an adult, ‘transplanted .organs 
every possible way, even de 
capltated some — for’ rhodnius 
can live without o head and a 
single meal of blood can last 
it for am year.

From .1926 to 1941, when she 
made the ill-fated “Two-Faced 
Woman,” Garbo had a series of 
artistic trlumphs in her films.
